DARROW IN IMPASSIONED 


SPEECH SCORES DETECTIVES 


Haywood Testimony in and -Defense 


Opens Attack on Mine Owners and 


Their "Hired Thugs." 


BOISE, Idaho, July 18.—The 
evi- 


dence is ma In. Analysis and argu- 
ment begin* tomorrow and within the 
aext Mvvn days the fate of William 
D. Hay-wood will rest with the Jury. 


The MMlon tM« morning was given 


up to Clarence Darrow, -who In behalf 
of Haywood arrued that the showing 
of th« deportation from Cripple Creek 
during the strike period and the con- 
nection of the Plnkerton detectives 
should to« allowed to go to the Jury. 
Dmrrow reviewed the Colorado situa- 
tion. " He aharared the mine owners 
and the detectives with planning a 
fak» WTeck on the Florence and Crip- 
ple Creek railway; with blowing up 
the Independence depot and with fos- 
tering riot and disorder through hired 
thugs. 
Darrow was impassioned and 


hurled invective without stint at the 
detectives and nt Orchard. "He closed 
with a whirlwind appeal for the right 
to show a conspiracy against the 
Western Federation of Miners. 


Senator Borah will reply to Bar- 


row's argument this afternoon. 


The defense in the Hay-wood case 


rested Immediately after court opened 
this morning and without calling a sin- 
gle witness In sur-rebuttal. 
Judge 


Wood announce*! that the opening ar- 
gument for the State to the Jury would 
be made tomorrow morning by Attor- 
ney James H. Hawley. 
The jury was not brought into court 


today, the day being given over to the 
consideration of Instructions to be giv- 
en the twelve men who h*ve the life of 
the defendant In their hands. 
On this 
subject Judge Wood heard the views 
of opposing counsel, who yere request- 
ed to give their opinions as to the ma- 
teriality of the evidence showing de- 
portations and the employment of de- 
tectives by the mine owners and clt- 
l/r>ns of CdoraOo. 
Clarence Darrow -.vas the first to 


spi»ak today. 
f-Ils speech was preced- 


ed by a brief announcement on thr part 
cf Senator Borah that the State would 
not oppose the strikln,; out of that part 
of Harry Orchard's testimony which 
dealt with his talk to Steve Adams and 
Pettlbone as to Adams going Into 
Northern Idaho and "getting rid of 
some 'claim Jumpers.' " 
Judge Wood 


called attention to this tertimcny yes- 
terday and Indicated that he did not 
believe It had been connected in any 
way with the defendant, Haywood. 


TOO LATE TO RIGHT WRONG. 
"We objected to that testimony when 


it was admitted," declared Darrow for 
the defense, "and we do not think 
striking It out now will right any 
wrong that was done by it. 
We will 


not ask that It be striken out." 
"But you will not object to the court 


instructing the Jury with reference to 


?" asked Judgn Wood. 
"No, sir, we can't do that," replied 


Darrow, "and while I do not at this 
time criticise the court/ for the lati- 
tude It allowed the State In this case, 
but there seems to be no disposition 
to limit its teptimdny In any partic- 
ular as to some great, general con- 
spiracy 
by - the 
Lord 
only 
knows 


•whom." 
Beginning with the Coeur D'Alene 
troubles of 18PO, Darrow called 
the 
court's attention once more to the fact 
that William D. Haywood at that time 
fcad nothing 
t.» do with the general 


vorganlzatiini of the Western Federa- 
tion, but v/as an obscure member of a 
•Jocal union in Sliver City, many hun- 
dreds of miles from the scene of dls- 
orders. 
As to the employment of detectives, 


Darrow declared that most or prac- 
tically all of the testimony in the case 
was secured by Plnkertons 
and 
it 


•would be impossible to 
disassociate 
them and their methods from the Is- 
sue. 
Taking up Orchard's crimes, as 
confessed by him, Darrow said the de- 
fendant at bar was compelled, in re- 
futation of a charge of having mur- 
dered Frank Pteunenberg, to meet all 
sorts of conditions of allegations. 


CHARGES DETECTIVES. 


"The State was allowed through Or- 
chard to bring In something about an 
alleged attempt to wreck the train of 
•which this defendant was held as the 
guilty party, 
fs it immaterial for us 
to show that the attempt was made 
by detectives In the employ of the rail- 
way company and the Mine Owners' 
association? I think not. 
Neither Is 


It Inconsistent for us to show that the 
men who perpetrated the crime merely 
wanted to create an impression or ap- 
pearance of a train wreck so ns to 
trump up another charge against the 
Western Federation of Miners." 
As to the Bradley explosion claimed 


by Orchard, Dnrrow said It was en- 
tirely competent to produce testimony 
that the. explosion was caused by ga-s. 
It was also tlu- proper course, he said 
to show that the Vindicator mine In- 
cident might have been an accident 
rather than the result of design. 


DEFENDANTS RIGHTS. 


Darrow spent some time In discuss- 


ing and citing authorities as to the

Darrow

Orchard 'sneak" into Sterling's

According to the story told by Cory- 
ell and substantiated in part by his 
employes, Taylor appeared upon the 
scene Tuesday night !n company with 
Mayes. The latter used foul language 
when accosted by his former employer. 
He was then told by Coryell that he 
could Consider himself under arrest. 
Mayes resisted the efforts of a gar- 
dener to restrain him and Coryell went 
to the assistance of

Taylo.r intervened with a request 'that 
his friend be released and Coryell or- 
dered him off the premises.

Mayes pleaded guilty in court yes- 
terday while Taylor proclaimed his In- 
nocence and was acquitted. Mayes 
must serve forty days.

You ask far a certain number. The 
operator Immediately informs you the 
line hs busy. How does she know? 
Simply by a little admonitory click 
in the receiver when she tries to 
"plug in" on the line asked for. She 
cannot tell you who Is talking on the 
line, how long it has been In use, or 
how long it IB likely- to be "busy." All 
the information she posssuaes Is a 
"click," but It Is sufficient, to advise 
her that some one <jf the 150 othor 
operators In the- exchange had a prior 
• call from or to thc/t number. 
Had 
the line been clear, the effort to com- 
plete the connection would have been 
no greater than that required to get 
the "click," hence the task of Inform- 
ing a caller that the line is busy Is 
Just as much extra labor — In fact, 
It involves a double burden, as the 
subscriber -will usually repeal the call 
until he is able to transact his busi- 
ness. Obviously, therefore, the, desire 
of the operator Is to establish the 
connection when tt is first palled for. 
She has no motive Jnvlolng otherwise. 


WASH YOUR FRUIT. 


Twelve million bacteria with every 
half pound of cherries; 8,000,000 to ev- 
ery pound of grapes! These alarming 
statistics have been handed out by I>r. 
EhrUch. a German

without statistics, however, It must be 
conceded that fruit, after It has been 
exposed to the promiscuous dirt from 
the highway*, to the hellebore 
and

ers and buyers at the markets, but, 
most of .all, to th« constant dirt of a 
city street stand, is a thing upon which 
even the greatest scoffer at the att- 
ceptlc mania may look wltb dread. 
• For this reason, apples, plum* and 
pears should- all be well rinsed In cold 
water before eatmg; orange* -and lem- 
ons should be scrubbed with & brush 
to rid them, not only of invisible filth, 
but of the dark spots which are form- 
ed by the eggs of an Insect; berrien af- 
ter being picked should be placed un- 
der the constant but steady stream of 
a faucet and moved from side to side 
and peaches should be rubbed with a 
darr cioth.

DEATHS OF F/VE-YEAR-OLDS 


ARE MUCH LESS NOW 


Children Are Endowed With Native Vi- 


tality to Weather Ordinary Con- 


ditions of Adversity. 


Two centuries ago the percentage of 


deaths among Infants under 5 years 
was everywhere 
measurably greater 


than It is today. It Is generally as- 
sumed that having reached that age 
there IB a strong probability that a 
child will reach adolescence, and, af- 
ter that, manhood. It is now more 
definitely established than ever 
that 


most children enter life with an en- 
dowment of native vitality sufficient 
to weather the ordinary conditions of 
adversity. 
Deaths after the first few 


months are largely due to postnatal 
Influences and to social and economic 
environment from which the infant has 
no appeal. 


Writing on this subject !n the Popu- 


lar Science 
Monthly, Dr. George B. 


Mangold, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, says that, according 
to an 


eminent authority on vital statlsrtlcs, 
the annual unnecessary deaths of in- 
fants In England during the 
decade 


1851-60 numbered more than 64,000. 
This leads him to remark: 
"Prob- 


ably In no other field of human activ- 
ity has man's former Ignorance been 
more lamentable In its consequences 
than in that of rearing children—the 
future parents of the race." 


Great economic and eoclal changes 


have led to this betterment, and there- 
in has America made much progress. 
Before I860, 27 per cent of New York's 
Infants died before reaching the age of 
1, and 20 per cent of Boston's. 


The statistics of the twelfth census 


furnish 
a 
glowing 
optimism. The 


death rate for infants fell from 205 
per 1000 In 1890 to 165 in 1900. Favor- 
able environment has had much to do 
with this decline, and the comparative 
Influence of rural life over urban life is 
shown by the figures: 116 deaths per 
1000 Infants in rural districts; against 
180 in the cities in'1900. 


DEATHS ENORMOUS. 


In Germany rural infantile 
deaths 


are enormous, surpassing our Ameri- 
can ettto*. whkJh. the writer states, 
"la<Hcat« a. apctol feqmg^ajld. jjack- 


ward condition among tho agricultural 
population." In England the rural rate 
Is generally below that of the cities, 
and the death rate of sons of peers 
under 6 years of age Is less than one- 
third of that among the rest of tha 
population. 


Massachusetts statistics for 1881-90 


showed average variations In cities 
from 111 to 289, the former a residen- 
tial town, the latter an industrial cen- 
ter. 
For cities of 
considerable slea 


the lowest rates are recorded for Seat- 
tle,

Lowering the death rate rather than 
increasing tho birth rate Is a physio- 
logical advantage which

further decrease Infant mortality. 


"When the best of society's effort*

AUTOMOBILES NOW FACTION 


IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


Use of Chug-Chug Wagons as Aid to Gov- 


ernment Was Introduced Here 


Utter the Earthquake. 


JmtomobOM .have beoonM a factor | 


in Ota administration mi th* an*afra\of 
government of the City of Oakland AM 
also of tb* county of Alamcda. Th*tr 
adoption has taken place only recently, 
however, notwithstanding the fact tbat 
their usefulness had been commended 
for months and almost years before 
they were precaed Into aervlce. ... " 
The first time that signal service 


waa' rendered to public officials by 
automobile* OB this side of the bay 
waa shortly after the great, fire In San 
Francisco. Autos were used by Gov- 
ernor Qeorg* C. Pardea tn enabling 
him to reach the place tn the destroyed 
city where the general committee of 
citizens waa holding its daily meetings 
for the purpose of affording relief to 
the stricken citizens and'taking steps 
toward the rehabilitation of the place. 
It waa necessary for tbe governor to 
confer wrth the committee on a great 
variety of subjects relating to the wel- 
fare of the people as well as of the 
State and this necessitated visits on 
his- part from time to time to the 
other aide of tbe bay. 


HACKS OUT OF COMMISSION. 
Traveling by hacks or other con- 
veyances .was out of the question 
then, because the streets were torn up 
or piled high with debris. Long de- 
tours were necessary and to make 
those roundabout journeys with a team 
of horses would cause the loss of val- 
uable time. The governor according- 
ly decided to Impress Into service an 
automobile, one of a class which stood, 
at the time at the City Hall In this 
city. During those trying times, the 
governor made -his headquarters in 
the hall in question ami sometimes 
slept there at night as well as worked 
there by day. 


LU KENS' SERVICES. 


Among the public-spirited citizens 


who volunteered their services to' the 
governor at the time was Senator Lu- 
kens of this city. The senator was an 
enthusiastic automobillst and usually 
accompanied the governor on his vis- 
Its to the city on the other side of 
the -bay. The vehicle was allowed to 
lose no time either In going to or from 
the city and this -was In the main due 
to the energy of the senator and the 
mastery he and his chauffeur had over 
the machine.

!Bven when he traveled by horse he lost 
no time, but he Is now the personifica- 
tion of Mercury. 
Unquestionably other city and county 


officials will soon make demands to be 
supplied with autos as have those re- 
ferred to in the foregoing.

Man With an Odd Trade— Fits Up and 
Sells Out. 


An odd way of making a living In 


York city Is thai of the man who 


s a professional starter of boarding 
houses. 


"There are a few worse businesses 


n the world," he says complacently. 
•The work is active, with constant va- 
riety, and quite a JJttle excitement The 
risk is email and the profits large. I 
believe I have no rival in the field, 
but I have a jim dandy partner— my 
wife." 


The man who would be a successful 


starter must have some knowledge of 
his stock in trade. He must be a good 
judge of household furnishings of all 
descriptions, be able to value ruga and 
carpets at a glance almost, He must 
not only be up In furniture, hangings 
and ornaments of all sorts, but dn ta- 
bleware — silver, glass and china. 
He 


muat be a quick as well as a shrewd 
judge, for his purchases are made by 
rapid bidding in auction rooms. 
"But of course a man can't be an 
expert judge of such things to begin 
with," the starter says. "When I first 
started 1 knew so little about It that 
I paid $42 and cartage on several pieces 
which my wife afterward discovered, 
by a tour of the department stores, 
could have been bought new for $50. 
After that experience I spent whole 
days at a time looking over 
goods 


which were to be auctioned off, selec- 
ting those I wanted and then wander- 
ing from shop to shop, pricing articles 
of the same kind, until little by little 
I learned. Everything I bought taught 
me something, and as experience grew 
profits grew in proportion. 


The method of the boarding house 
starter is to select a house -with an at- 
tractive front in a ne}ghborhood which 
will appeal to people who are able and 
willing to pay for the best, furnish it 
beautifully at very little cost, fill it 
with first-class tenants, at first class 
prices, and when it is in full running 
order sell out at a handsome profit. 
One of the houses which brought him 
$2500 for good will and furnishings this 
winter had cost only an $800 outlay in 
all, 
and had paid for the trouble of 
running dt during the 
two 
months, 


which elapsed before a purchaser was 
found. 
The running of the houses, choosing 


good servants and procuring good ten- 
ants falls under the jurisdiction of the 
man's wife, who is as expert in her 
particular line as he is in his. To get 
the house all ready for his wife to op- 
erate is the man's part of the work. 
"I 
am always haunting auction 
rooms for bargains,' he explains, "for 
even if we haven't an idea where our 
next house is to be I am able to judge

HOW TO PRESS CLOTHES. 


It 
costs 
a dollar to have a skirt 
sponged and pressed, -and dollars for th* 
moet of us don't grow on every bush. 
Yet it is impossible to look w«ll groomed 
unless the costume shows signs of be- 
ing well cared for. 
Although it is hard work to do one'* 
own pressing, the 
girl who has more 
time than money may be willing toepend 
some strength for the sake of keeping 
her clothes In order. The girl who under- 
dertakos the task should own a skirt 
(of which one end should be pe 
takes the task should own a skirt 
a heavy and medium Iron, and a small 
one, 
with one end slightly turned up. A 
tailor's, goose is a good thing to have. 
but it is so heuvy that the average girl 
cannot manipulate it, so the heavy iron 
must be made to take its place. 
The last is used mainly for pressing? 
the bottoms of skirts. 
when one ha* 
been caught in the ram the skirt should 
never be worn again until well pressed, 
especially at the bottom. No matter how 
handsome a dress may be, if wrinkled "by 
the rain it is unsightly. 
All mud spots having been removed, 
tho skirt should be put wrong Bide out 
over a skill board and a few Inches of 
the bottom thoroughly •wiped with a wet 
cloth. 
A diy cloth should then be laid 
on and tho heavy iron, m&*»rately hot, 
should be applied while -a«e anclrt 's held 
taut and smooth. Tfa* -weight of the iron 
will hold it do^T» at one end and the 
left hand ithouM draw it at the other. 
After 
entire skirt has been treated 
In this way start over again with a 
moderate iron, this time, possibly, with- 
out any clpth intervening. 
It will be 
found that the material will be of uni- 
form dampness all around. Iron smooth- 
ly and unremittingly until absolutely dry. 
very often mere pressing with a moder- 
ate ii-on will be found sufficient for the 
rest of the skirt, as it is the bottom 
which 
suffers most on account of ita 
thickness. 
Frequently, if a dress of thin material 
is wilnkled, mere hanging- up smoothly la 
the damp night air \\ill repair tho evil. 
Beutoi- vot it Is to fold it smoothly and 
lay It away In a trunk for a time. 
If 
necessaiy to really press, however, wipe 
lightly, one bicadth at a time, with a 
wet cloth and Iron with moderate heat, 
alwavs passing from hem to band with 
the grain of the Rood,s. never from band 
to hc-rn and never across 
If this in- 
junction is not followed the set of tha 
skin may be entirely altered. It may bo 
found too short all around, or of uneven 
Jen>yth, 
One mothei is accustomed to 
give such order as the following: "Iron 
the white skirt for width, but the blue 
one. for length " Which means that the 
blue one must be Ironed with tho grain 
of the (roods, while tu-ioss tho grain la 
best for the white goods.

deprived him of all regular outlet and 
demand for his labor. Capitalism has 
woaned him away from the will and 
energy to add by his toil to the wel- 
fare and happiness of his fellows. But 
that desire rests with him, lacking only 
opportunity to revive, 
otherwise the 


theory of the 
oppressed proletariat 


held by those greatest of theorizers, 
the Socialists, falls to the ground. 


We are not such Utopians as to be- 


lieve that the apologies for the hobo 
will be consistent enough to rejoice be- 
cause he Is to have a chance to "make 
his proofs." Nothing short of oblitera- 
tion of all existing civilization could 
suit those large-ideaed individuals. 
Commonplace people who believe that 
annihilation is not the necessary pref- 
ace to progress, however, will watch 
with interest the simple test of 
an 


article of the Socialist creed which the 
National Conference of Charities and 
Correction is to make.

extended punitive and penal treatment* 
The unemployable, 
composed of the 


hopelessly incapable and the incurable, 
should have permanent care In asylums 
or almshouses. 


The tramp is to be put on trial, in 


no spirit of enmity hut with a chance 
afforded for every seeker o? the "hand- 
out" to redeem himself from vagrancy. 
Some will be saved. But it is likely to 
be a sad summer for the 
knlghta of 
the road and a plausible Socialistic 
theory.

United States, Peru and Venezu- 


ela Offer Themes at Hague 


Conference. 


TBJS HAGUE, July is.—The United 


States delegation has presented to the 
peace conference the following propo- 
sition:

"If for any reason a captured neu- 


tral vessel cannot be tried, the vessel 
must be released." 


The Peruvian delegation has pre- 
sented this amendment to the Ameri- 
can proposition regarding the collec- 
tion of contraotural debts: 
"The principles established by this

and the foreign subjects -of another, 
when the contracts provide that these 
differences must be submitted to the 
Judges of local tribunals." 
The Venezuelan delegation present- 
ed a declaration on the same subject, 
making the same objection EB Peru, 
with the addition that irf case no con- 
tract exists, all diplomatic means of 
reaching an understanding must be 
tried before recourse is had to the 
permanent court of arbitration.
